To 
this is owing the Vogue and the Multitude 
of their Opera’s , a barbarous Compofiti- 
on in it felf unknown to the Ancients , 
out of all Nature as well as Rule j af- 
fording no Pleafure to thcfe that love to 
have a Reafon for being pleas'd , except 
what arifes barely from the Charms df 
Sound , the Graces of Action j and the Em*

This Tongue k now deservedly in great 
Ejieem, and has been always much ad* 
mir’d and jludied fince the -Days 0 / ’Pe- 
trarch 3 and the Rcfnettient of it by &dd* 
cacio.

That it gives alfo a Lengthening to each 
Word , that renders it Something tedious 
in ConverSation, and rather ft for the for- 
mal Part of the World like the Italians^ 
than common Intercourse.

theStandnrd, in Purity as well as Place, is 
that of- : tbe Mountains j which is \nb di- 
vided again into others 5 that as they ap- 
proach more or lejs to the French , German 
or Italian Frontier , partake more or lei's 
in Proportion of the Tongue of the Neigh- 
louring Country . 

Every State or Sovereignty has likewife 
its different Dialect, or Cajl of Speech j 

like the Governments of Ancient Greece. 
And each of thefe DialeBs , in this as 
well as all other Tongues , is commonly 
nearer to Perfection, or farther from it, as 
it lies in Nearnefs to the Local Standard.

P R E F A C E. 

T be Original of the Italian, is, the La- 
tin grafted upon the old Italian during the 
Roman Empire , and taking a new Turn 
and Mixture front the Lombards, the 
Goths, the Spaniards, and the Greeks them- 
fehes , (as in the Eaft of Naples ) in the 
Decline of that Empire. So that the Bafts 
of it is the old Italian ; and the ref is La- 
tin corrupted , with a Vein of the Lom- 
bard, Gothick, Spanifli, and Greek Lan- 
guages, in federal Parts of Italy. And the 
old Italian n je If was various, according to 
the various Provinces of Old Italy : One 
of which was Latium ; whofe Tongue, the 
Latin, by the Advance of Fortune , came to 
have the large ft Share in this , fhcSpanifh, 
and the French Fcngucs j occafon'd by a 
nearer and more frequent Commerce with 
the L a tins, or People af Latium, and a con - 
ftuut Subjection to them.

I have hinted the Variety of Dialers, 
into which the Italian is divided , occ a fi- 
end by the Number of States and Govern- 
ments : The Chief are, the Tofcan, Ro- 
man, Venetian, Milanefe, Neapolitan, 
Calabrian, Piemontefe, Genoefe, and 
thofe of the Iflands, Corfica, Sicilia, Mal- 
ta, &c. 

For the refl, the Reader muf have Re- 
coitrfe to their Criticks , and mofl approv’d 
Authors j as, Dante, Boccacio, Guarini, 
Guicciardini, Taffo, Marini, Caro, Ben- 
tivoglio, Davila, Boccallni, Ferrante, 
Pallavicino, Aflarino, Mafcardi, Seg- 
neri, Bartoli, &c. 

One Remark more may be added ; That 
the Language of the Common Foople in all 
Tongues is to be avoided , for it is always 
corrupt and baf ? : As it is obf erv’d, That 
tho ’ Rome and Siena are the Places where 
the befl Italian is fpoken j yet the common 
People among the Florentines, for Jnfance , 
I peak in the mofl harfb and improper man- 
ner ' and with an ill Accent.
